Ind. 
If conv icted of the robbery, 
Dalhov er could be fined up to 
$5,000 and sent to federal prison 
for no t more than 20 years. 
District Attorney James R. 
Fleming said, howev er, he was 
not yet sure whether the federal 
gov ernment would bring Dal­ 
hov er to trial at once. He said he 
would go to Washington in a few 
days to learn from Attorney Gen­ 
eral Cummings whether state 
authorities might not be giv en a 
chance to prosecute the half­ 
pint gangster first.

Before midnight, the waters in 
the threatened areas had begun 
to recede appreciably. In Cum­ 
berland, the h^ ght of the dam­ 
age was flooded cellars in the 
business district, but goods had 
been remov ed to upper floors al­ 
most before high waters were 
imminent. 
W ater entered one 
motion picture theater on a main 
thoroughfare. At its height, the 
flood lapped ov er the curbs.

How mu ch whisky makes an u n safe driv er? 
Two jiggers! Dr. Rollo N. Harger, professor of 
biochemistry an ad tox icology at In dian a Un iv er­ 
sity , gav e that estimate to highway traffic ex ­ 
perts at the Nation al Safety Con gress. 
Based on stu dies made with a n ew ty pe 
“chemical breath smeller” with which he seeks 
to replace the “policeman ’s n ose test,” Dr. Harger 
said that three ou n ces of whisky was su fficien t 
to fQg the brain an d ren der an au tomobile driv er 
u n safe. 
This moderate amou n t of liqu or in ­ 
creases an in div idu al’s reaction time—the time 
requ ired before mu scles obey the orders of the 
brain . Thu s it appears that we n eed a n ew defi­ 
n ition of in tox ication in its relation to the opera­ 
tion of an au tomobile. To a person accu stomed 
to alcohol, two or three drin ks may produ ce n o 
v isible effect. The driv er may seem sober in 
speech, action s an d appearan ce. 
That same 
driv er, tu rn ed loose on the highway with a car, 
is a memace to life an d property . 
Police reports from v ariou s represen tativ e 
states in dicate that liqu or is a defin itely prov en 
factor in ten to twen ty per cen t of au tomobile 
acciden ts in v olv in g fatalities an d seriou s in ­ 
ju ries. It is certain that liqu or is an u n seen 
factor in a mu ch higher proportion of cases— 
cases where it is impossible to obtain legal proof 
of drin kin g. 
On e basic ru le of safe driv in g mu st be, “Nev er 
operate y ou r car after y ou hav e taken an y liqu or 
whatev er, ev en thou gh it be bu t a glass or two of 
beer”. Alcohol an d gasolin e mu st be kept far 
apart. The citizen who driv es his car after a few 
cocktails, in the belief that he is perfectly sober, 
is basically as seriou s a pu blic men ace as the 
roarin g dru n k who goes careen in g down the 
streets an d highway s. 
Dr. Harger describes su ccessfu l ex perimen ts 
that hav e been made in dev elopin g chemical tests 
for in tox ication . Ev ery police departm en t shou ld 
keep u p with the march of the times an d take 
adv an tage of the n ew tests an d machin es that 
elimin ate the hu man elemen ts an d make the 
determin ation of in tox ication a scien tific fact. 
Elimin ate the drin kin g driv er an d we will hav e 
taken a lon g step toward highway safety . 


FAYING FOR EMPIRE 
Far from a rich cou n try an d woefu lly lackin g 
in min eral resou rces, Italy is fin din g aspiration s 
for empire a costly bu sin ess. Last y ear she im­ 
posed a flat 5 per cen t assessmen t on real estate 
v alu ation s, the determin ation of which in a 
Fascist state is su pposed to permit of n o sku ll­ 
du ggery . Now Mu ssolin i follows jthis u p with a 
10 per cen t lev y on corporate capital, ex pected 
to y ield $6 ,000,000,000 to $8 ,000,000,000 lire. 
Special in du cemen ts are bein g offered by Mu s­ 
solin i to attract foreign capital. They take the 
form of ex emption from in heritan ce tax es an d of 
a gu aran ty of n o ex propriation ev en in the ev en t 
of war with the n ation s of the hoped-for in v est­ 
ors. Su ch gu aran ty is n ot likely to be taken ser­ 
iou sly in the presen t state of» the world. Britain 
an d the Un ited States are obv iou sly the prin cipal 
n ation s whose people hav e mon ey to in v est. Bu t 
so lon g as Italy does n ot discharge her war debt 
to u s an d the John son act preclu des marketin g 
of her secu rities here the American in v estor will 
be pretty chary . An d u n til the M editerran ean 
problem is cleared u p British pou n ds may be ex ­ 
ceedin gly relu ctan t to seek a n ew home u n der 
Mu ssolin i’s ru le. 
The av owed pu rposes of the n ew capital lev y 
are for in creased arm am en t an d to defray the 
cost of Italian colon ization in Ethiopia. 
Horace Greeley ’s admon ition , “Go West, y ou n g 
man , go West!” will fin d its Italian cou n terpart 
in “Go East, ambitiou s y ou n g Italian fam ily rgo 
East!” The American fron tier is forev er gon e 
an d that of Italy in the dreams of U Du ce ju st 
open in g u p to stan dards set by gov ern men t. 
There is on e item of recen t Italian ex pen se 
that does n ot appear open ly in an y bu dget esti­ 
mate an d does n ot hav e to in the n ew corporate 
state. That is the part born e by the gov ermen t 
in fin an cin g the operation of Italian “v olu n teers” 
in Spain . It is alleged that there are 150,000 
Italian troops there an d reports are fin din g 
their way ou t from Rome that the ex pedition to 
date may hop cost as mu ch as 4,000,000,000 lire, 
or rou ghly , $210,000,000. 
While Italy sits as a member of the Non -In ter­ 
v en tion Committee in Lon don an d spare for time, 
con sen tin g to “token ” withdrawal of troops bu t 
assu red of mon ths of n egotiation s, mou n tin g 
costs of empire mu st make for an almost ov er­ 
n ight v ictory by Fran co’s forces.

Mu ssolin i tu rn ed to what both 
Nazi German y an d Fascist Italy 
term the threat of “bolshev ism” 
in Eu rope. 
“For 
du rable 
an d 
fru itfu l 
peace it is n ecessary that bolshe­ 
v ism be elimin ated in Eu rope,” 
he told the massed blackshirts 
an d v isitors. 
“It is n ecessary that some 
clau ses of the (World War) peace 
treaties be rev ised,” he wen t on . 
“It is n ecessary that a great peo­ 
ple, the German people, hav e- 
on ce more the place to which it 
is en titled an d which it on ce pos­ 
sessed in the African su n .”
